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Ramblings In Japan

A week nt Karul*nwa has been our 
summer privilege and vacation from 
Tokyo, and a delight to all of us. 

We have read of the heat and the 
drought back there, with the humid 
temperatures above 90 each day; but 
no relieving rains. The socalled rain 
season this year has for the most part 
collapsed into just hot. This all gives 
ns appreciation for our cool holiday 
on the high plateaus, which surround 
Mt. Asama. This active volcanoe, the 
one presently most active in Japan, 
dominates the scene for 50 miles In 
every direction. It smokes continually 
and varies from what the natives call 
a cigarette smoke, to chimney smok- 
ing. 

In 1782, when the volcanoe. last e- 
rupted with heavy violence, villages 
were overwhelmed with ash and lava 
and several hundred people met death 
from the mountain. This was called 
Oni Oshidashi, outpouring of Devils. 

We visited the lava beds, high on 
the side of this destruction. Great 
blocks of twisted and distorted rocks 
form the slopes and ridges. 

Among them a twisted path, worn 
smooth, winds upward for miles. 
Life keeps coming back though, and 
flowers, bushes and stunted trees oc¬ 
cur in every crevice and hollow where 
the lava and sand have disintegrated 
into soil - enough to favor growth. 

So is life Itself, for humanity, vio¬ 
lence, war, strife, destroys, but the 
persistant, regenerative forces take 
over for most of us and we build and 
rebuild for ourselves and our ideals. 

Actually, while Mt. Asama over¬ 
looks the country here, the activities 
of the Japanese people will last longer 
In our memories. 

vwBterony we arranged a trip, off 

the plateau to the town or city of Ko- 
mora, about 50 miles w est. Travel was 
by train leaving Karulzawa at 10:35. 
Train service in Japan operates like 
clockwork. All trains are well filled, 
and frequently overcrowded.

40 minutes ride to our destination, 
and the only train available.

It has been most restful to sleep 
cool under one sheet only, then to a- 
waken to the dawn singing of birds 
in the surrounding trees. 

Unfortunately these start at day¬ 
break and by 5 a. m. your night has 
ended. This epistle started at 5:30. 
Most of the chorus has now ended too, 
but the call of the cuckoo still goes 
on as I write. 

The climate has been fresh and cool 
and the evening showers only mild 
and pleasant. 

There are several thousand cottages 
and summer homes scattered among 
the birch and fir forests. This is the 
diplomatic summer capital of Japan 
and patronized by most of the Christ¬ 
ian missionaries for the summer 
months. Population 6000 foreigners. 

All nations are represented and it 
surprised us, when we visited the Mlk- 
asu swimming pool, to hear three or 
four European languages from the 
swimming parties. 

Alas there are pests in Paradise. 
The first night here, we gathered 
wild flowers. Japanese Iris Pink Spl- 
rca, Daylilies, Dragonhead and many 
smaller ones. From these wildings 
have come many of our best garden 
flowers. But when we got back to the 
hotel my legs were stung from ankle 
up, through my clothing with some 
nettle rash, which irritated for sev¬ 
eral days. 

This was a light pest however, com¬ 
pared to w’hat the ladies suffered ut 
the swimming pool, which Is u good 
cement one, set in the trees. 

Hordes of biting llies came from 
the woods. There were small black 
ones, medium grays with green heads 
and big brown C 47s • about 2 inches 
long. They all bite like furies. The 
swimmers kept submerged but the 
Buntanning women really suffered. 

From the calf of the leg down, the 
bites swelled and even the ankles 
were poisoned and puffed up to make 
walking difficult. 

This does not deter the visitors who 
have found Karuizawa in the summer 
a lively international recreational 
center, where you cau live a carefree 
life in a friendly atmosphere, as we

(continued from front page) 
water, then chilled and served on a 
Platter with lemon and parsley. To ac¬ 
company the salmon a large lime- 
flavored jellied carrot and apple ring 
in unmoulded on a bed of shredded 
cabbage. Potato* salad fills the cen¬ 
tre of the Jelly ring and wedges of 
hard cooked eggs add contrast to the 
color scheme. 

From Nova Scotia (3) gardens come 
a variety of fresh greens to make a de 
liclous tossed salad which may he 
served with hot or cold meat or fish. 
Shredded green or red cabbage, torn 
or shredded lettuce, finely chopped 
green pepper and celery, radish and 
cucumber slices, carrot sticks, onion 
rings and tomatoe wedges are tossed 
with French dressing. A garnish of 
curly endive and sprigs of fresh wa¬ 
tercress adds flavour and colour. 

Saskatchewan (4) grows lots of lus¬ 
cious tomatoes so their Individual sal 
ad plate is built around a large toma¬ 
toe cut almost to the bottom to form 
sectors. The sectors are spread out 
and the centre of the tomatoe filled 
with potatoe salad, then the sectors 
are pressed gently back close to the 
potatoe salad. The tomatoe will look 
like a big red flower with potato 
salad making a white centre and 
peeking out from between the sectors. 
It is garnished with slices of stuffed 
olive and served on lettuce with dev¬ 
illed eggs and green onions. Many 
other good salad recipes are to be 
found in the Jubilee Cook Book which 
has been published by Saskatchewan 
Homemakers Clubs to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of the province. 

The province of New Brunswick (5) is 
featuring poultry in their Salad Week 
recipe- Jellied Chicken Salad. Celery, 
apple, and green pepper are used a- 
long with the chicken and a little pa¬ 
prika and chives add zest. 

From British Columbia (6) have come 
Ideas for serving fruits and veg¬ 
etables with cottage cheese in salads. 
Either the dry or creamed type of 
cottage cheese is suitable and it may 
he seasoned with spices or fruit 
juices for added flavour. A generous 
mound of cottage cheese is placed on 
lettuce or other greens and then the 
fiults or vegetables are arranged a- 
round the cheese so that a pleasing 
colour combination is achieved. 

Prince Edward Islander's (7) pre¬ 
ference for good food 19 evident In 
their unusual lobster salad recipe. It 
Is an attractive blend of flavors — 
lobster, apple, celery, carrot and hard 
cooked eggs tossed together and gar¬ 
nished with lemon wheels and lobster 
claw’s. 

The deep green outer leaves found 
on garden fresh cabbage will form a 
perfect bowl to hold Manitoba’s (8) 
contribution to Salad Week festivities. 
It is a to99ed salad of cabbage and 
other greens with cottage cheese • 
and a little curry powder in the dress¬ 
ing adds a nippy touch. 

Quebec (9) families generally prefer 
a simple salad but for a main dish 
now and at other times too, all Can¬ 
adians are sure to like their hearty 
Chicken Salad. It combines chicken, 
hard-cooked eggs, celery, shallots and 
green pepper in a flavour medley that 
is hard to beat. 

Alberta’s (10) idea for hot weather 
supper or luncheon is an attractive 
array or salad makings from which 
everyone can build their own 9alad 
plate or ,in other words, a help your- 
self salad tray. A big howl of salad 
greens is good for a starter. Slices of 
cold meat rolled up or shaped into 
cornucopias, hard-cooked eggs or var- 
rious kinds of cheese • especially 
cottage cheese • add a hearty touch. 
Cooked vegetables such as beets, as¬ 
paragus or green beans may be used 
to advantage and for variation in tex¬ 
ture, raw carrots, celery and cauli- 
flower. To suit all tastes a choice of 
salad dressings is suggested.
